1 . SUMMARY: ALBANIA TOOK ADVANTAGE OF TITO'S VISIT 

TO PEKING LAST WEEK TO MAKE ANOTHER ATTACK ON CHINA S 
FOREIGN POLICY. ALBANIANS BY IMPLICATION CHARGE PRC'S 
PRESENT LEADERS WITH REVISIONISM, AND MAY BE EDGING 
TOWARD ATTACKS ON MAO TSE-TUNG HIMSELF. END SUMMARY. 

2. THE ALBANIANS MADE ANOTHER SCARCELY VEILED ATTACK 
ON PEKING'S FOREIGN POLICY SEPTEMBER 2, DISTRIBUTING 
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THROUGH THEIR EMBASSY HERE AN ARTICLE BY ENVER HOXA 
ENTITLED "KHRUSHCHEV KNEELING BEFORE TITO" WITH THE 
DISTRIBUTION TIMED TO COINCIDE WITH TITO'S VISIT TO 
PEKING, THE EFFECT WAS CLEARLY TO DENOUNCE THE PRC’S 
RECENT RAPPROCHEMENT WITH "REVISIONIST " YUGOSLAVIA. 

3. THE HOXA ARTICLE ITSELF DATES FROM 1963, BUT 
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IT APPARENTLY WAS SPECIALLY REPRINTED FOR THIS 
OCCASION. THE 25-PAGE PAMPHLET ACCUSES KHRUSHCHEV, 

IN RENEWING RELATIONS WITH TITO, OF HAVING "OBLITER- 
ATED ANY DISTINCTION BETWEEN FRIEND AND FOE, BETWEEN 
MARXISM-LENINISM AND REVISIONISM,.... AND BETWEEN 
ANTI-IMPERIALIST FIGHTERS AND AGENTS OF IMPERIALISM". 

IT ELABORATES ON THIS LATTER CHARGE BY DECLARING THAT 
KHRUSHCHEV'S 1963 VISIT TO YUGOSLAVIA WAS "ANOTHER 
STEP IN HIS RAPPROCHEMENT WITH U.S. IMPERIALISM", 

SINCE IT IS "THE U.S. MONOPOLIES WHICH ARE FOSTERING 
'YUGOSLAV SOCIALISM"'. A SECONDARY THEME OF THE 
PAMPHLET IS THAT KHRUSHCHEV WAS INTERESTED IN YUGO- 
SLAV EXPERIMENTS IN ECONOMIC MANAGEMENT. 

4. THE ALBANIANS HAVE THUS FOUND ANOTHER OPPORTUNITY 
TO ATTACK THECHINESE FOR THEIR WILLINGNESS TO COMPRO- 
MISE WITH THE U.S. AND OTHER "REACTIONARY" OR IN- 
SUFFICIENTLY REVOLUTIONARY COUNTRIES DRAWING THE 
PARALLEL BETWEEN KHRUSHCHEV AND HUA KUO-FENG AND 
HIS COLLEAGUES IS A NICE TOUCH, SINCE THE FORMER IS 
STILL THE EPITOME OF THE ARCH-REVISIONIST IN THE 

PRC’S OWN PROPAGANDA. IT WILL NO DOUBT BE USED BY 
TIRANA IN ITS EFFORT TO WIN SOME OF THE EUROPEAN 
MARXIST-! ENTNTST SPLINTER GROUPS AWAY FROM THEIR 
ALLEGIANCE TO PEKING. MORE FUNDAMENTALLY, THE 
KHRUSHCHEV - HUA PARALLEL CAN BE VIEWED AS THE FIRST 
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STEP IN AN EVENTUAL ALBANIAN CHARGE THAT THE PRC 
ITSELF HAS TURNED REVISIONIST. 

5. SHORTLY BEFORE DISTRIBUTION OFTHE PAMPHLET, 
DIPLOMATIC COLLEAGUES HERE REPORTED A COMMENT BY A 
CHINESE WORKING IN THE PEKING RADIO STATION, WHO 
PREDICTED THAT THE NEXT ALBANIAN MOVE WOULD BE TO 
CHARGE MAO TSE-TUNG HIMSELF WITH HAVING COMMITTED 
CERTAIN "MISTAKES". THERE IS NO SIGN OF THIS YET 

IN THE LATEST ALBANIAN CAPER. BUT A RECENT SPEECH 
BY MADAME HOXA, RELEASED LAST MONTH ALONG WITH TWO 
OTHER DOCUMENTS (REFTEL), CONTAINS A DETAILED ATTACK 
ON THE THEORY OF THE "THREE WORLDS" PROPOUNDED BY 
"MODERN REVISIONISTS AND OTHER OPPORTUNISTS" ALONG 
WITHOUT A SINGLE MENTION OF MAO. SINCE IT IS DIFFI- 
CULT TO DENY THAT MAO HIMSELF ENDORSED THE "THREE 
WORLDS" THEORY AND THE OPENING TO THE WEST, THE 
ALBANIAN LEADERSHIP WILL INDEED BE FACED WITH THE 
QUESTION OF DE-MAOIZATION IF THEY WISH TO CONTINUE TO 
TILTING AT THE CHINESE WINDMILL.
